In 1004. before the present Management 
bad charge of the operation of The Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific Railway. It 
was not possible to «ecure enough whitefira- 
men to operate trains betwaan Ckattaaoega 
and 0al<dale. 

Because of the inability to secure the re- 
qalrad number of white firemen, the Com- 
pany M as forced to employ negroes as firemen 
and has had nejjroes in service constantly aa 
firemen since 1904 on that ; -rt of tlw lilM 
between Ctaattanoosa and Oaiidale. 

The aflrreement betwami tha Management 
of The Cincinnati. New Orleans and Texas 
Pacific Railway Company and the firemen 
applies to all fireman. 

The Committee representing the white 
firemen demanded that The Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific Railway Company 
should, within 90 dava. discharge from the 
position as firemen all colored aaa ao ant" 
ployed and to agree that hereafter ■• 
•ball be employed as firemen. 

The Company declined to grant this de- 
mand, and, thereupon, the committee repre- 
senting the white firemen gave notice of their 
purpose to leave the service of the Company. 

The committee gave this notice to take 
effect In less than twenty-four hours- In con- 
flict with Article 4.«; of the a;;rocm .iU dried 
July 1, 1910, which provides that 30 days' 
written notice shall be given of any purpose 
to revise or abrogate the ajrreement. 

The Management of The Cinclnn;^.'!. New 
Orleans and Texa^ Pacific Railway Cmvf^ny 
Immediately filed protest against this actiun, 
bul, ailhough an investigation was premised, 
no final answer has been given by com- 
mittee representing the firemen or by tiie 
officers of the firemen's organization. 

The Erdman Act provides for mediation 
between a railroad and its employees, and at 
the last conference, on Harch 9th, before the 
strike order took effect, the committee repre- 
senting the fliemen was urged to consent to 
mediation. 

This was declined, but, as the iayv provides 
that either party may make application to the 
mediators, a telegram was at once sent by the 
railroad company to Judge Martin A. Knapp, 

gtppolnted 1^ Presiden t Taft as one of the 
oard of Mediation. Washington, D. C), re- 
questing him to immediately use his good 
offices with tka flraoMa ta bring abontmetfl-

as could be obtained to move the passenger 
and freight trains and to meet the needs of 
the public.
